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Advantages and disadvantages of compacter herbarium shelves and the measures of their improvement 
are discussed based on the recent experience of TNS. The rate of compactness was 73.7% by setting up four 
double mobile and one double fixed shelves to every unit area. It is recommended to keep two working 
pathways in every unit area to secure effective herbarium work. It is also recommended to remove shelf s 
doors when the old-style shelves are installed on the compacter.
